LONDON. UP). J. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, who rose thru labor's ranks 
from Scottish poverty to become 
thrice prime minister of Great 
Britain, died suddenly aboard a

cruise ship bound for South Amer- 
ica. Dr. Alastair MacKinnon, Mac- 
Donald's son-in-law, received news 
by radio of the death of Britain's 
first labor prime minister. 
The man who was born the son 
of a Scots farmer and spurned an 
earldom only this year, died aboard 
the steamer Reina del Pacifico at 
8:45 p. m. apparently of a heart 
attack. He retired as prime minis- 
ter June 7, 1935, and was suc- 
ceeded by Stanley Baldwin. He 
was 71 years old. 
Relatives said MacDonald prob- 
ably would be buried, beside his 
wife, Margaret, who died in 1911, 
in the tiny cemetery of Spynie 
Kirk at Lossiemouth. The ceme- 
tery lies near where the river Los- 
sie pours into the Moray firth. 


Health Had Been Failing. 


MacDonald had been in indif- 
ferent health in recent years, and 
just a year ago he collapsed while 
attending the lord mayor's banquet 
in the Guildhall, a function that 
was held again Tuesday night, 
shortly before news of his death 
was received. 
The former prime minister was 
accompanied on the South Amer- 
ican cruise by his daughter, Sheila. 
His son, Malcolm MacDonald, 
who is minister of dominions in

AT PARDON BOARD 


Relatives of Slain Men Want 


John Francis Held Rest 


of His Lifetime. 


The doors of the Nebraska peni- 


tentiary may never open for John 
Francis as a free man. Grim, un- 
yielding", opposition to any clem- 
ency for the 55 year old prisoner 
who is serving1 a life term for the 
murder of Dr. C. C. Sackett and 
Harold Crownover at Laurel .20 
years ago was heard Wednesday 
before the board of pardons in 
one of the most dramatic sessions 
held there in recent years. 


After an eloquent plea by the 
trusty in which he ,said, "Don't 
send me back with the last ounce 
of hope gone," his 78 year old 
mother, Mrs. Bridget Kilcoyne, 
Greeley, Neb., tearfully said, "in 
the name of God do plenty for 
him." 
His sister, Mrs. Joe Palmer, 


Auburn, and her husband, a sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Earl Kilcoyne, and 
Thomas Gann, Greeley, also spoke 
for Francis as did Warden O'Grady 
and Chaplain Maxwell. 
But the eloquent plea of Francis 
was soon submerged in a flood 
of protest from relatives and 
friends of the slain men. 
Francis and James L. Parker, 
also serving life, were surprised 
in the act of robbing a Laurel 
store. 
Sackett and Crownover 
were members of a posse which 
was ambushed by the 
robbers 
after a short pursuit. 


Opening the case for the opposi- 
tion, T. P. Voter, Laurel, who 
aided in the prosecution of the 
pair, submitted a petition contain- 
ing 260 additional names to those 
already on file protesting release. 


Posse Member Tells Story. 


John Newman, a member of the 
posse the night of the robbery, 
June 14, 1927, recounted the events 
of the fateful night 
He told of getting1 in the car 
with Sackett, Marshal Walters, 
Crownover and Eddie Baron. They 
followed close behind the stolen 
car in which Francis and Parker 
were escaping. The robbers stopped 
their car in a cut, he said, and 
Dr. Sackett drove alongside. The 
marshal, confused, shouted "halt" 
to the already parked car. They 
looked out and saw the two rob- 
bers resting their hands, holding- 
revolvers, on the front door of 
the car, not more than two feet

Treasurer Jensen Says He 


Keeps Books as Ordered 


by Court. 


State 
administration 
officers 


are still disputing over whether or 
not there is an overdraft in the 
state general fund and what to 
do with the 51,083,000 old gaso- 
line tax money which the attorney 
general, at the request of the 
board of control asked the attor- 
ney general to release for trans- 
fer to the state assistance fund, 
in accordance with an appropria- 
tion by the legislature for assist- 
ance purposes. The money was so 
transferred by order of Judge 
Broady of the Lancaster county 
district court. 
Treasurer Jensen who made the 
transfer now declines the attorney 
general's suggestion that he keep 
the money in question in the gen- 
eral fund and use it to pay gen- 
eral fund 
warrants, and thus 
stopping the overdraft on that 
fund, and use whatever part of 
the money may be necessary to 
pay old age and other state as- 
sistance purposes. 
"If I were state treasurer," said 
Gov. Cochran, when •questioned. "I 
would recognize the opinion of the 
attorney general." 


He was asked if he would do 
this in the event the attorney 
general's opinion appeared to be 
in conflict with an order of the 
district court, an order which the 
attorney general prepared. 
"I would take the attorney gen- 
eral's interpretation of the order 
of the court," replied the gover- 
nor. He added that he is not an 
attorney 
and he believed 
the 
attorney general was like a court 
in the right until reversed by a 
court. 
"I would be guided by 
legal advisers of state officials," 
he said. He explained that one 
reason for a lack of general funds 
this year is lack of liquor license 
money and beer tax money, both 
of, which last year went into the 
geheral fund. 


Treasurer Jensen Replies. 


State Treasurer Jensen said he 
believed he had complied with the 
order of the district court, asked 
for and written by the attorney 
general's office. 
"I intend to keep the books as

Refuses to Direct. 


v Matching the government which 
put two handwriting experts on 
the stand in its 
prosecution of 
Paul E., Cook, veteran postal em- 
ploye charged 
with forging a 
postal money 
order 
for $8.21, 
Frederick Wagener, attorney for 
the defense, Wednesday called two 
different experts, J. D. Rice, super- 
intendent of the Chillicothe busi- 
ness college, Chillicothe, Mo., prin- 
cipal in the 
penmanship depart- 
rnent there for 35 years who had 
examined 
handwriting 
exhibits 
dating back to the time of George 
Washington, and F .W. Tamblyn, 
Kansas City, former instructor in 
penmanship and a technical expert 
fbr upward of 50 years. 
There was little common ground 
between these experts and the 
two previously put on by U. S. 
Atty. Hawxby for the govern- 
ment. 
The latter failed to find 
much similarity between the ad- 
mitted signature of Frank Muleski 
and the disputed signature on the 
$8.21 order involved. Muleski's sig- 
nature, not in controversy, ap- 
peared on one order which he 
cashed when he ordered another 
for the lesser amount. The latter, 
the government claims, carries a 
forged signature. Government ex- 
perts professed to find similarity 
betwen the signature on this order 
and on the application which ad- 
mittedly Is Cook's. Experts for the 
defense exactly reversed this line 
of testimony. -

If the -money is all left in the state 
assistance fund it will be mingled 
with the general cash which the 
treasurer is using to buy general 
fund warrants without registering 
them and any balance in the $1,-

the attorney general it can be used 
to take up general fund warrants, 
and the remainder be used for as- 
sistance, but not more than the

Marshal Walters, altho nearest 
to the pair, was unhurt and suc- 
ceeded in shooting Parker in the 
legs and shot the gun from the 
hand of Francis. The pair leaped 
from their car and fled into a 
nearby field. Parker was found 
later in the barley field 
and 
Francis was found hiding the next 
day in a barn three miles away. 
The marshal. Newman said, was 
the only armed man in the party. 


Mr. Voter denied that there was 


any malice on the part of those 
protesting clemency saying that 
they were appearing "as a matter 
of protection to society." 


Angry Mob Promised Violence. 
Reviewing the 20 year old case 
Voter told how thousands of an- 
gereC citizens\ patrolled the roads 
and 
searched 
the 
countryside 
seeking vengeance for the double 
killing. When Parker was found 
in the field, he said, the mob first 
put straps around his neck to 
drag him thru the fields. Thous- 
ands of howling people surrounded 
the 
jafi 
from which, he said, 
Francis waved his bloody fingers 
at the mob and shouted defiance. 
"If it had not been for the home 
guards," said 
Voter, "it might 
have ended differently for it was 
all they could do to hold the mob 
back." 


Voter also said that hundreds of 
people tried to head the sheriff off 
when he started for Hartington 
with' his prisoners. He urged that 
the board think of the doctor's in- 
valid wife, who is now poverty 
stricken in California. 


"Let Me Out," Says Mother. 
The denunciation of her boy was 
too much for the mother of Fran- 
cis. 


"Let me out," she cried, "I can't 
stand it." 


Dr. R. F. Sackett, Parker, S. D., 
brother of the slain man made a 
bitterly eloquent plea. 


"I came here with no malice," 
he said, "but just as a sad man. I 
was only the brother. L feel sorry 
for the mother here because we all 
revere motherhood. 
"As a physician 1 realize more 
and more that crime is a disease 
and I am averse to parole of those 
convicted of capital crime. 
This 


pile of masonry was erected as a 
temple of protection to the citi- 
zenry of Nebraska and I believe a' 
man who has used a weapon once 
will do it again. 
This mother's 
son is not being punished, he has 
not paid his debt to society, be- 
cause he never owed a debt; he is 
incarcerated here for the protec- 
tion of society." 


Dr. Sackett charged that propa- 
ganda, 
well 
camouflaged, had 


been heard in behalf of Francis 
and also charged there was dis- 
crepancy 
when 
the 
prisoner's 
mother was referred to as 78 and 
the father as 96. 


He said that his wife lived in 


fear because of his opposition to 
Francis and said he should be kept 
a prisoner "as an act of mercy 
keep this man here so as not to 
cause this mother any more grief," 


Caused Death of Mother. 


K. C. Crownover, Sargent, Neb., 


also presented a petition protest- 
ing the release of the man who 
aided in killing his brother. 
The 


murder, he charged, also was the 
cause of his mother's death five 
years later 
"Francis is just as 
guilty of the death of my mother," 
he said, "as he was of my brother's 
murder. 
'• "It was my mother who asked 
that these men be given life terms 
so some other mother wouldn't be 
I'obbed of a son as she was." 


W. H. O'Gara, Laurel, said if it 


hadn't been for the home guards 
promising the mob that justice 
would be administered a" lynching 
might have occurred. 


"If you release these men what 


confidence can you expect thosi* 
people to have in government?" 
ho asked. 


Mrs. 
Ethel Broughton, Bridge- 
port, sister of Crownover also op- 
posed the release asking that the 
prisoner be held for the rest of his 
life. 


No Excuse for Awful Crime. 
"T want 
the hoard 
to know, 


said Francis in making his appeal 
for mercy, "that 19 % years ago 
an awful crime was committed 
but that was a long time ago. 
I 


have 
no excuse for committing 
this crime. 


"Nearly 20 years ago I came 


thru those four front doors the 
most downcast man that ever en- 
tered this prison. Warden Fenton 
and_ the late Deputy Warden Kay-

anaugh called me ATI and told me 
no one could open those doors but 
myself. I have worked thru these 
long years and I have gradually 
gained the reputation of being the 
most trustworthy man in the past 
30 years." 
Francis reviewed the \ many 
places of trust he has held. He re- 
cently returned from Genoa where 
he had been assigned to the farm, 
"Don't Crush Last Hope." 


Referring to his rejection by the 
board five years ago when he 
asked mercy Francis said, "It was 
an awful disappointment when I 
learned I hadn't gained an inch in 
my hopes despite my 19 years of 
effort. Don't send me back now 
with the last ounce of hope gone. 
I've changed my whole life. 
I'm 


not the same man that came into 
this institution 19 years ago." 
Francis said of the 60 life term- 
ers in prison when he came all 
but 17 have been released. He was 
described by the chaplain and the 
warden as a model prisoner. 
Francis entered the prison under 
that alias altho his name is Kil- 
coyne. He did this, 
he said, to 


shield his parents. 


Mrs. Kilcoyne, the aged mother, 
told how she first learned her boy 
was in prison. 
Employed 
in the 


kitchen of the home for dependent 
children she visited the institution 
with a group of other women. 
(This was several years after 
Francis had been received.) As 
she was going out a man, seeing 
her fainted and fell. They went 
over and she saw it was her own 
son. 


"I believe," she said, "I have 


suffered as much as the 
other 
party. I need Pat. In the name of 
God do plenty for him." 
Francis rehabilitated himself in 
prison. The other side of the crime 
trail's ending was seen in the ap- 
plication of Roy Martin, 53, safe 
blower who with the aid of Albert 
Smith staged a: three months crime 
wave in Nebraska that had law en- 
forcement officers nearly crazy in 
1932. 


Safeblower Asks Release. 


Martin, in the very last stages 


of t. b., staggered into the room 
On the arm of Chaplain Maxwell. 
Emaciated, with skin 
hanging 
loosely over his skeleton frame he 
could talk with but the greatest 
difficulty. 
The only reason his 


case was heard was because of 
his critical condition. He asks re- 
lease so that he can be hospital- 
ized in a government institution 
as he is an ex-soldier, altho he 
once did 18 months at Governors 
Island, N. Y., for desertion.

When the experts cannot agree 


on the proper course to keep this 
country out of war, the fear that 
we may yot become entangled 
grows and our danger becomes 
apparent. 


"The tax takers tap every pocket 


as they make their rounds," says 
the Denver Post. That wouldn't be 
so bad if they made their rounds 
only occasionally, but every time a 
consumer buys, the invisible but 
effective tax taker Is there. 


In the case of privately owned 


utilities it is called a holding com- 
pany. In the case of government 
financed and REA managed public 
utilities it is called "integrated de- 
velopment." The holding company 
has been the subject of much crit- 
icism. 


The British have 
established 


military courts in the Holy Land 
to try cases of terrorism. The 
courts have the power to pass a 
maximum sentence of death for 
acts of terrorism and possession 
of firearms and bombs. It is hoped 
that this drastic course of action 
will bring an end to the reign of 
terror in that portion of the world. 


The capture of Shanghai was 


not as bloody as might have been 
expected. The defense of the city 
suddenly collapsed and the Japa- 
nese took over in a comparatively 
bloodless manner. The process of 
mopping up, however, may mean 
the loss of many lives. Chinese de- 
tachments, cut off from retreat, 
are 
determined, apparently, 
to 


hold those sectors in which they 
find themselves and the Japs are 
no less determined to drive them 
out. The result may be a series of 
extremely bloody frays in limited 
sections of the captured city. 


Fire in the coal mines far below 


the city of Scranton, Pa., make life 
hazardous in that place. The fire 
has been burning two weeks and 
lack of equipment has rendered It 
Impossible to make any progress 
in checking the blaze. The city is 
endangered chiefly by great quan- 
tities of odorless, colorless monox- 
ide gas which seeps up thru sur 
face cracks to the city's streets 
The people of Nebraska who 
on good, solid ground do not envy 
the residents of Scranton, whose 
city is built on a huge deposit o- 
mineral wealth but who, at pres 
ent, are living over an inferno. 


One of the moat amazing events 


of the week is described in a dis 
patch from Syracuse, Sicily. A 
fascist warship is said to have de 
parted that port flying both Italian 
and papal flags and carrying 
Cardinal Dolci, papal delegate 
the Tripoli eucharistic congress 
The departure was saluted 
b; 


shore batteries. Bishop FaccbinettJ 
apostolic vicar of Tripoli, is quoted 
as saying the aims of the congresi 
included Invocation of divine ak 
for fascism's fight against com 
munism. He also wrote in a Libya 
publication, that the congress hai 
religious, patriotic and human! 
tarian objectives. Discussing th 
humanitarian aim he said it was 
an "entreaty to the all highest tha 
He aid fascism, Latin civilization 
to stifle bolshevism, Asiatic bar- 
barism." The bishop is clearly at 
tempting to make of the war in 
which Italy is engaging and in 
which Italy may engage in the fu 
ture, a holy war. While the Span 
ish war is not specifically men 
tioned it Is clear that the bisho' 
hopes to invoke divine blessing- o; 
the fascist cause.

He would not place al 
of the power of expenditures in 
the hands of a personal servant o 
the president, no matter wh 
that president may be. "It seem 
clear," he tells his Nebraska law 
yer friends, "that th»-sole purpos 
of this section (that doing away 
with the office of comptroller gen- 
eral) Is to do away with any in- 
terference with the president's 
spending powers."

FEACE WORKER. 


While 
Ramsay 
MacDonald's 


health has been indifferent for 
many months, his death comes as 
much of a surprise. Mr. MacDon- 
ald was on a cruise ship bound for 
South America when death struck. 
He and his family evidently had no 
dea that his time on earth was so 
near an end when he sailed a short 
ime ago. 


For many years, up until the end 


if his active service as prime min- 
ister, Mr. MacDonald was an im- 
wrtant world figure. Every British 
iremier figures in world affairs to 
a great extent. The very nature 
sf the office projects 
Its holder 


into world affairs. MacDonald felt 
an interest in such affairs 
and 


ook an active part in many nego- 
iations which promised much for 
the entire world. That many of 
these projects have sirice failed 
loes not reflect on Mr. MacDonald 
and others co-operating with him. 


Ramsay MacDonald rose from 


poverty and insignificance to .the 
tost of British premier. He held 
hat office three times. He was the 
first labor party member to rise 
to this important post. In this re- 
spect MacDonald's story is one of 
those success stories of which we 
are so fond in the United States. 
He was a poor boy who rose to 
fame and some fortune. He was 
an obscure Scottish lad who be- 
came a world figure. 


Perhaps 
the moat 
startling 


chapter in MacDonald's career was 
his stand taken during the World 
war. 
A lifelong pacifist, he an- 


nounced in August 1911 that he 
would have nothing to do with the 
World war. He was abused and 
ridiculed during the period of pa- 
triotic fanaticism that followed. 
He aged preceptibly but stood his 
ground. His dreams of political 
preferment seemed to have been 
wiped away in the chaos of war. 
The tide turned, however, and 
few years later this intense paci- 
fist was prime minister of Eng- 
land. 


MacDonald was one of the great 


forces that worked for world peace 
during the years that followed the 
close of __ the World war. Much of 
that work has apparently been in 
vain. Yet it has had some effect. 
England, for instance, in spite oi 
all kinds of provocation to engage 
in war, clings to peace and the 
United States is peace conscious in 


. troubled world.

FOOTNOTES. 


No matter how desirable It may 
be as 
contributing- to a sound 
and equitable system of taxation 
the elimination of tax exemption 
from public borrowing will have a 
long road to travel, says the Wai 
Street Journal. Political obstacles 
in the way are serious enough, anc 
it may be found that only a consti- 
tutional 
amendment will permit 
our many governments to tax in- 
come derived from one another's 
obligations. Yet Roswell Magill 
under secretary of the treasury, die 
well to discuss the subject before 
the National Tax association at its 
Baltimore convention. As he said 
the existence of this wide avenue 
of escape from prescribed surtax 
rates renders the Income tax 
scheme partly ineffective. 


The theory that holders of tax 
exempts pay for their exemption 
in the low yield they are compelled 
to accept was applicable in the 
early days of income taxation, be 
fore surtax rates had been so 
steeply graded upward or the vol- 
ume of tax exempt bonds outstand- 
ing had grown too great to be helc. 
by persons of high tax liability 
The theory no longer holds, be 
cause the market for exempt obli 
gallons ig made largely and per 
haps mainly by institutional anc 
other investors of relatively lov, 
taxability. 


Nevertheless, the state and mu 
niclpal governments have a rea 
and important stake in tax ex 
emptlon. The argument that stat 
governments would gain in inccm* 
tax receipts as much as or more 
than they lost in higher cost o 
borrowing, if exemption were abol 
ished, is of doubtful validity in re 
gard to some of the states; cer 
tainly it is wholly inapplicable t< 
municipalities and the still smalle; 
brorrpwing units, unless these ari_ 
to be encouraged to add their own 
income taxation to the welter o 
taxes in which every citizen 
substance is already; enmeshed 
Such a result we must all pray 
heaven to forbid.

ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS. 
Q. Please give a brief history 


of Central park in New York City. 
A. The site for Central 
park 


was proposed in 1851 and in 1856 
approximately 7,500 lots were pur- 
chased by the city for the park. 
At that time it had large swampy 
racfs, was littered with shacks 
and overrun with pigs and goats. 
There were practically no trees. 
The work of improvement was be- 
gun in 1857 after the prize win- 
ling plans of Olmatead and Vaux. 
Natural beauties were retained 
and enhanced, more than half a 
million trees, vines and 
shrubs 
were set out, and bridle paths, 
roads and walks were added. 
Q. For whom is Reno, Nev., 
named ? 


A, The city Is named for Gen, 
Jesse Lee Reno, who commanded 
the IX corps at the battle of Bull 
Run and at Chantilly. 


Q. Who was Commander Ste- 
phen Decatur's opponent in the 
duel in which Decatur lost his 
ife? 
A. Commodore James Barron. 
Decatur was but 41 years old when 
he was killed in this duel. 


Q. Should fingerprints of the 
'Ingers on a hand be taken to- 
gether or separately? 
A. How to Take Fingerprints, 
ssued by the federal bureau of 
investigation, says: "Finger im- 
pressions should be taken on 8 in. 
ay 8 in. cards, for this size has 
been generally adopted because of 
:he facility of filing and the dis- 
tributing of a uniform medium of 
exchange. There are two types of 
mpressions that are involved in 
Dicing fingerprints. In the first the 
prints are taken individually of 
ihe thumb, index, middle, ring-, and 
little fingers of each hand, in order 
named, and are known at 'rolled 
mpressions.' In the other type the 
mpressiona are taken by simul- 
taneously printing all the fingers 
of each hand. Those are called 
plain impressions' and are used as 
a check upon the sequence of 
rolled impressions. 
Q. Could anyone compete in the 
early Olympic games' held 
in 
Greece ? 
A. The games were national hi 
spirit and only Greeks (not for- 
eigners or slaves) could compete. 
Dishonored persons were barred. 
Q. What is an Indult? 
A. It is a papal license, as when 
the pope authorises the bishop to 
frant certain relaxations during 
the Lenten fast required by physi- 
cal necessity.

Dft. BRADY'S HEALTH TALK. 


Natural Breathing for ftUady 


Nerves. 


Last week we qouted from Hald- 
ane's "Respiration" (Yale univer- 
sity Press, 1935) the following: 


The common symptoms or com- 
plaints of neurasthenic persons or 
hose suffering from fatigue or 
shock are analogous to the exag- 
gerated reflex restriction in the 
depth of breathing 
and the 
in- 
ability to hold the breath (as long 
as a normal person can, say 40 
seconds). 
AH these symptoms 
seem to be due to what Hughlings 
Jackson called "release of con- 
trol." 


If Schafer's method of artificial 
respiration 
(the prone pressure 
method universally used for resus- 
citation of victims of submersion, 
electric shock, asphyxiation with 
smoke or gas) is applied to a nor- 
mal subject who voluntarily sus- 
pends breathing, it is quite easy to 
maintain a rhythmic flow of six 
quarts, per minute more or less, of 
air into and out of the lungs. That 
s the average amount of air 
breathed in a minute by normal 
adult at rest. 
But if the subject voluntarily 
over-breathes, that is, takes regular 
deep breaths, but without violent 
effort, at the rate of 12 a minute 
for a period of 1% to 2 minutes, 
until so much carbon dioxide is 
washed out that apnea ensues—a 
period of a minute or more when 
Jiere is no desire to breathe and 
no need to, and then the prone 
pressure artificial 
respiration is 
applied, there is a board-like 
rigidity of the chest 
and belly 


muscles which resists the attempt 
to compress the thorax so com- 
pletely that little or no air can be 
pumped in and out of the lungs— 
until the period of apnea passes 
and the natural desire and need 
for oxygen returns. 
This phen- 
omenon 
is called 
the 
Herlng- 


ireuer reflex (Hering and Breuer 
'irst noticed and described it ) and 
it serves as a protection against 
over-breathing or over-ventilation. 
The neurasthenic patient may 


feel that "he cannot expand his 
chest to breathe, just as if it were 
mechanically restricted and he de- 
velops symptoms which, with the 
frequent, shallow breathing, Hald- 
ane calls "asphyxial." 
Right here I beg to quote from 
article printed in this column last 
year. 


"When anoxia (oxygen deficit) 
develops In the course of an ill- 
ness the intellect and the senses 
become dulled without the patient 
being subjectively aware of what 
has happened." 
(This accounts for many inex- 
plicable or irrational decisions 
made by ailing folk who are not 
incompetent in the ordinary lay 
or legal sense.) 


"An individual 
in the earlier 
ages of anoxia may feel quite 
confident that his mind is clear 
and his judgment sound when in 
fact he Is aberrant, lacks self-con- 
trol and is likely to behave in an 
unreasonable manner. His mem- 
ory is impaired, his appreciation of 
time*is altered. Understanding is 
impaired more than sensation. The 
subject sees without knowing what 
he sees.. 
"Great muscular weakness and 
easy fatigability are characteristic 
effects of anoxia, whether in ill- 
ness or In mountain climbing (or 
in airsickness when flying at great 
altitude. Nausea, vomiting or loss 
of appetite occur rather where the 
anoxia is less gradual in onset, as 
in mountain climbing^or flying. 
rapid, shallow breathing is typical 
of anoxemia...." 
In "How to Breathe" (booklet 
in little lessons series by William 
Brady, M. D., D. P. M.) you will 
find detailed Instructions for the 
belly breathing exercise which I 
recommend for all who have an 
oxygen deficit. It takes many 
months of practice to unlearn un- 
natural breathing and to recover 
the habit of natural breathing.

Attached to a fiee balloon and 
shot into the stratosphere, it re- 
cords temperature, pressure and 
lumidity It is not new to science 
but it is new to hurricane fore- 
casting. 


Uncle Sam's weather men hope 
;he mechanism will bring back 
from the aky clues to the life story 
of the West Indian weather mon- 
ster. If the weather bureau had 
hat story it could increase the ac-

"The sooner the necessity of the

of collective defense of 
peace is realized by all governing 
circles in the bourgeois democratic 
countries, especially in England,

Objects to Rail-Barge Bate.* 


Asked for by Railroads. 
C. E. Childe, traffic manager of 
the Omaha chamber of commerce 
was authorized by wire from the 
railway commission Wednesday to 
file its appearance before the in- 
terstate commerce commission ex- 
aminer at Dallas, where grain 
rates are under discussion, anc 
also to adopt for the commission 
his testimony and that of H. G 
Keeny, head 
of 
the Farmers 
union, and C. B. Steward, repre- 
senting co-operative grain com- 
panies. 
• 
' 
\ 
The outcome is important to 
Nebraska grain shippers. Use of 
barges offers a considerable out- 
let for grain, and the question is 
whether the railroads should be 
permitted to charge a higher pro- 
portional rate where part of the 
shipment is by barge. The com- 
mission and its representatives 
contend that the rate should be 
the same whether a barge is used 
or whether the entire movement 
is by rail. The railroads take the 
opposing view. 
As an illustra- 
tion, a shipment of grain might 
be started 
from western 
Ne- 
braska by rail to Omaha, thence 
by barge to Memphis and then 
reshipped by rail to points \vhere 
demand exists. 
The commission thinks that it 
is important to establish the basis 
of charges on such shipments in 
view of the possibility of barge 
movements from Omaha in the 
near future. 


MACDONALD IS DEAD

the cabinet of Prime Minister Ne- 
ville Chamberlain, now is in Brus- 
sels attending the nine power con- 
ference on the 
Chinese-Japanese 
conflict. 
His third daughter. Miss Ishbel 


MacDonald who accompanied her 
father to the United States when 
he visited President Hoover 
in 
1929. was informed of MacDon- 
ald's death by radio. She now 13 
engaged in managing a rural inn. 
The message said MacDonald's 
body would be embalmed and sent 
to Bermuda, where the vessel is 
due Nov. 15. 
His career was unique in Brit- 
ish history. No prime minister be- 
fore him had been born into such 
poverty. None had ever entered the 
historic portals of No. 10 Down- 
ing street as bearer of the political 
banner of the laboring class. 


Lifelong Pacifist. 


A lifelong pacifist, he announced 
on the eve of August, 1914, that 
he would have nothing to do witn 
the World war. Thru 1914-18 he 
was reviled as a traitor, made a 
political outcast, harried by ridi- 
cule and calumny. His hair whit- 
ened and his shoulders sagged 
but from the depths he toiled up- 
ward to the prime mimstership 
six years later without having re- 
canted a word or sacrificed a jot 
of his principles. 
Seven , years later on July 11, 
1931, he "stood on the platform of 
Albert Hall in London along with 
Stanley Baldwin and David Lloyd 
George, leaders of labor's political 
foes, and thru an 
international 


hookup of radio that carried his 
words to a world wide audience, 
said: 
"People who seek safety 
by 
arms are like seeking safety un- 
der trees in a thunder storm. They 
are the point which is first to be 
struck when the storm breaks." 
The two room "but and ben"— 
cottage—in which MacDonald was 
born on Oct. 12, 1866, still stands 
in Lossiemouth. And there on the 
Scottish coast, where life is hard 
and great storms steel a hardy 
breed, he spent his first 18 years. 
His schooling was scant and 


ended when he was 12. Thereafter 
he dug1 potatoes until the village 
schoolmaster made him a pupil 
teacher. This set the boy's mind 
into channels that led higher than 
grubbing- in the fields or braving 
the dangers of a fishing smack. 
He devoured every printed page 


on which he could lay his hands, 
fiction and folk lore, science and 
religion. He read Dickens and 
Scott and, of course, Burns and 
the 
Bible. 
Every 
Lossiemouth 
plowman knew his\ Burns nearly 
by heart and was equally versed 
in Holy Writ. 


But while politics always Inter- 
ested him, his first love was sci- 
ence. In 1884 he bent his steps 
toward London, his ambition be- 
ing to work by day and study by 
night for a scholarship in one of.

President Roosevelt has begun to 
seek advice on how to stem the 
tide of the new depression, but he 
has not disclosed how much of the 
advice given him will be put into 
effect. 
In a sense, we are back to the 
psychology of November and De- 
cember, 
1929, when 
President 
Hoover was importuned on all 
sides to "do something." 
He 
begged the utility and construc- 
tion industries and business gen- 
erally not to reduce payrolls and 
to keep up their 
spending pro- 
grams. But he could not beat the 
tide of deflation which began to 
set in eventually. 
Today, Mr. Roosevelt, with a lot 
more instrumentalities of govern- 
ment at his disposal than Mr. 
Hoover ever had, is being urged 
to ":do something" and he, too, is 
receiving advice from all sides. 
Eight years ago, business men 
cried in 
chorus that conditions 
were "fundamentally sound" and 
that all that was needed was "con- 
fidence." Today business men are 
clamoring for such action on the 
part of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion as will instill "confidence." 
Again the inclination is to blame 
the incumbent administration. 


This One More Severe. 


So far as the facts and figures 


are concerned, the new depression 
is in some respects more severe 
that -what the nation experienced 
in 1929 and 1930 because the de- 
cline has been so rapid. Thus, in 
only a few weeks, steel production 
has come down from 90 percent 
of capacity to 40 percent. Major 
operations of this kind cannot be 
dismissed as mere turns of a 
cycle. 
They relate to conditions 
far more serious than are con- 
tained in one industry or a group 
of industries. 
They are directly 
traceable to the difficulties en- 
countered by democracies nowa- 
days in coping- with economic fac- 
tors both within and outside their 
borders. 
It is a debatable 
question 
whether Mr. Roosevelt's interven- 
tion at this time can do much to 
stop the flood of deflationary in- 
fluences that have started. He 
might have been more successful 
if he had acted three or four weeks 
ago. But the wait-and-see argu- 
ment prevailed. 
It is not from the banking sit- 
uation—which is absolutely sound 
—but from 
the 
unemployment 
crisis that the impetus will come. 
Men are being laid off right and 
left. The A. F. of L. admits a de- 
cline in 
figures 
of 
those em- 


ployed, and the word 
from, all 
sources is that the unemployment 
curve has started upward rather 
precipitately. 
The administration's 
plan—if, 


indeed, opportunism of any kind 
can be called a plan—is to encour- 
age business activity in three di- 
rections—utility spending, railroad 
rate increases and the extension 
of credits to stimulate housing 
and construction generally. 
Most significant, of course, was 
the president's discussion of the 
utility question. He gave 
the 
newspapermen the impression he 
would like to get together with the 
utilities and end the war between 
them and the government. 
He 
could do It overnight by telling 
the public exactly what his policy 
toward a $12,000,000,000 industry 
is to be. Mr. Roosevelt said, for 
instance, that the root of the dif- 
ficulty was the matter of valuation 
of properties for rate making pur- 
poses. 
But 
there is something 
more—the 
question of 
govern- 


ment competition. The president 
referred to the right of municipali- 
ties to vote for public ownership, 
but he significantly omitted saying 
a word about the use of federal 
funds to connive with municipali- 
ties to induce them to throw out 
the private companies. 


Must Meet Issues Fairly. 


Until questions like these are 
met frankly, there will be no in- 
vestment of funds by the public in 
new utility securities, and, with- 
"out 
the support of the investors, 
utility spending- is not feasible. 
As for 
construction and the 
guaranteeing of loans for housing 
purposes, much can be done in 
this field. 
The right way, 
of 
course, is to carry forward the 
principle which the federal hous- 
ing1 administration carried thru 
BO successfully, with the- co-oper- 
ation of banks, in insuring mort- 
gage loans. To use private bank- 
ing facilities with the supporting 
hand of government agencies so 
that initiative can be developed 
and leadership assumed is to en- 
courage the building industry at 
tho psychological moment. 
But 
finance alone is not everything. 
Costs of material and labor have 
been skyrocketing. 
What will Mr-. Roosevelt do to 
keep the labor factor from get- 
ting out of hand? Conceding that 
wngrc levels msut be maintained or 
elso purchasing power will be im- 
paired, the problem is really liow 
to keep certain trades from get- 
ting out of line and throwing the 
wholecconomic system out of bal- 
ance. Here, if ever, is a chance 
for government to act as co-ordl- 
nator. 


Needs Depression Council. 


What Mr. Roosevelt needs at the 


moment is to select a depression 
council, or, if the word "depres- 
sion" is to be taboo again as it 
was in 1929 or 1930, it might truly 
be called a national recovery coun- 
cil. 
It should consist of only a 
few men.. 
Joseph Kennedy can 
handle the utility problem. Jesse 
Jones can handle the financial side 
of housing and construction. John 
Lewis and William Green should 
be drafted to handle • the labor 
problem within their respective 
.jurisdictions. Gov. Eccles should 
-be the fifth member. 
Those five men cou!d work with 


~tho president, nnd, in a few weeks, 
.chnngo the whole" national psy- 
-chology. Thus, Mr. Kennedy could 
'fcppronch tho utilities and get them 
vto agree to register under the 


public utility holding act, drop all 
litigation, and get a written assur- 
ance from the government that, 
while intermediate holding com- 
panies will be abolished, the "in- 
tegrated" systems will not have 
to be geographical but may be 
based on financial premises. The 
government might agree to make 
no more loans to municipalities ex- 
cept on the same terms as are of- 
fered to private companies. A spe- 
cial agreement or truce with ref- 
erence to TVA can 
easily 
be 
worked out if a spirit of recipro- 


city Is introduced. 
Many prac- 
tical plans have been proposed in 
tho past, but now Is the time for 
some of them to be worked out, 
because the country needs the im- 
petus that would come from the 
spending the utilities need to do to 
catch up on their shortages of fa- 
cilities. 


AS for financing, Jesse Jones 
can think of dozens of ways to 
make capital turn over 
produc- 
tively, and, if he were allowed to 
do it, he could handle the whole 
financing problem of the utilities, 


the railroads and other industries. 
Once the RFC steped in, the need 
for government support would not 
be continuously necessary. Confi- 
dence would immediately arise out 
of such constructive policies. 
There are, to be sure, political 
obstacles. 
Mr. Roosevelt's 
left- 
wing radicals are still crying ou,t, 
in effect, that disaster must come 
and business must be ruined and 
a" severe pantc must be brought on 
before they will concede that any- 
thing wrong has been done or 
that business need be helped.

WOMAN S LONG TIGHT 


HER DAY *> COURT

N Wednesday, September 8, 1937, 


Mrs. Anne I. Farley, of New York 
City, became the first woman juror 
selected by due process of law to 


ait in judgment in tlie law courts of the state of 
New York. And New York State, following 
closely upon the heels of Connecticut, became 
the 23rd state in the Union to concede that trial 
by 12 good men and true signifies men in the 
generic sense and includes the female sex as 
well as the male. 


While to many people throughout the coun- 


try, it may come as something of a surprise that 
women were not given the right to be jurors as 
soon as they won their fight to be voters, and 
while the progressive elements of New York 
State have been astounded at the innumerable 
obstacles they have had to encounter before 
winning this privilege, it is nevertheless true that 
through the years the question of woman's fit- 
ness temperamentally and physically to weigh 
guilt or innocence of an accused person has 
been strongly challenged. 


Those who have championed the capacity 


of woman to prevent her judgment from being 
warped by emotion have pointed to Deborah, 
who judged Israel, and to Ishtar XJnnu, a fa- 
mous female dispute-settler of ancient Babylon. 
They have ransacked history and brought forth 
several women b; the name of Brig who acted 
as judges in-ancient Ireland; they have called 
upon the Orthodox; Law of Islam "which said, 
"A woman may execute the office of a Judge 
(Kazer) in all cases of property." 


But those who have been opposed to women 


Aurora have been just as vehement in their pro- 


tests. They have insisted. that women should 
be protected from the obscene and lurid ma- 
terial which is often placed in evidence; they 
have declared that women are intuitive while 
the law is logical; they have stated that the 
female of the species has a mind attuned only 
to concrete proposals while the law is an ab- 
stract process. And they have reiterated that 
women would be apt to deal more leniently 
with a tall, handsome male prisoner than with 
a short, homely one. 


It was Professor R. Justin Miller of the 


University of Oregon Law School who gave it 
as his opinion thatv\vhen the novelty of being 
a juror wears off for women, the ones who will 
remain will not be the intelligent, educated 
women, but "the scandal-loving type." 
And 


in Massachusetts, where there have been women. 
lawyers admitted to the bar for more than half 
a century, women remain ineligible to jury duty 
on the grounds that trial by jury means trial by 
12 men. The United States Supreme Court 
has refused to rule on the Massachusetts de- 
cision. 


/~\NE of the most curious phases of the at- 
A-' tempts of women to be permitted 
jury 


duty is that Wyoming, the state which had the 
very first female jurors and was one of the four 
original woman suffrage stales in the Union, 
does not sanction women juries today. Back in 
March, 1870, in the pioneer town of Lorraine, 
when Wyoming was a Territory, the first jury 
including women convened. A year before that, 
a woman justice of the peace kept order in the 
South Pass mining camp and the first territorial 
legislature of Wyoming gave women the right 
to vote and hold public office. 


On that day in March, 1870. Eliza Stewart 


and several other women were the first of their 
sex anywhere in the world to be summoned to 
sit on the common law jury. Chief Justice John 
H. Howe, 
an 
intimate friend 
of 
General 


Ulysses S. Grant, had the honor of uttering the 
inconoclastic words: "Ladies and Gentlemen of 
the Jury." Although the prosecutor of the case 
in point—a man accused of murder and claim- 
ing that he shot in self-defense—tried to oust the 
ladies as unfit. Judge Howe insisted that they 
be allowed to remain and be treated with proper 
respect and courtesy. This proceeding was so 
much of a landmark and received such wide

Un f o r t u n a t e l y , after 


Judge Howe resigned His position because of 
severe illness, no more women were summoned 
for the jury, in spile of the fact that their first 
verdict had not been in any way swayed by 
the good looks of the young prisoner. 
The 


youth got 10 years at hard labor; he was par- 
doned two years later. 


However, some unsung wit of Wyoming 


popularized a ballad which began: 


4<Baby, baby, don't get in a fury; 
Your mamma's gone to sit on the jury.** 
And the people of Wyoming somehow be- 


came imbued with the idea that women clid not 
belong on juries. 
So ingrained did tins prej- 


udice become that no women have been called 
on juries in Wyoming to this day. 
What is 


more, of the three other original woman suf- 
frage states, only Utah has women on its juries 
today. The other two, Idaho and 
Colorado, still persist in holding 
out against the female juror.

It was Johannes An- 
dreae, the brilliant canonist of Bologna, Italy, 
who gave public acknowledgment to his in- 
debtedness to his wife, Milancia, and his daugh- 
ter. Novella, who often lectured for him in the 
first quarter of the fourteenth century.

-^- body of masculine objections 
lo women inking an active part in 
the law, whether in the jury-box or 
on the judge's scat or in the role 
of an attorney for the defense or 
prosecution, can easily be seen by 
a glance at any history of law. 
Women have been 
called into 


court from time immemorial as the 
accused. Their testimony has been 
employed 
freely and they have 


been looked upon generally as re- 
liable witnesses, although as lale 
as 
1 82 1 in Berne, Switzerland, 


the word of two women was only 
as good as the word of one mnn. 
On occasion they have been used 
in special cases, as they were in the lime of King 
James of England in the case of Essex vs. 
Essex when the Ear! of Essex sued for annul- 
ment of his marriage and a special panel of 
matrons was called to decide upon the matter. 
In recent times, women reporters arc seen all 
the time "covering" important trials. But on

received a degree of Doctor of Laws, lectured 
in public on the Institutes of Justinian around 
1500. 


It was Queen Isabella of Castille who, with

Alcazar of Madrid. Isabella had the right to 


administer justice either alone or jointly with 
her husband. The records show that she often 
dispensed justice alone, particularly in Seville 
in 
1477. 


Before that, in 1253, King Henry III of 


England appointed Queen Eleanor to be Lady 
Keeper of the Great Seal during his absence . 
abroad; her sittings as judge were interrupted 
by the birth of the Princess Catherine, but after 
being "churched," she "returned her place in 
the Aula Regina." 


TVTEVERTHELESS, in spite of these in- 


-L ' stances of female brilliance in the law, 
ana in spite of Shakespeare's classic example of 
Portia in the law courts of Venice—the only 
law school exclusively for women in this coun- 
try is in Boston and is called the Portia Law 
School—the law has steadfastly turned 
its 


back on women through the years. 


Take England, for example. 
There women 


have^been physicians since 1800; at the open- 
ing of this century, there were lady Insurance 
Commissioners, factory inspectors, school teach- 
ers and architects, all under the aegis of John 
Bull. 
But, although women were permitted to 


study law and 
graduate, 
they 


could not practice as a barrister 
or solicitor. 
In spite of the fact 


that back in 1200, abbesses had 
been summoned to sit in Parlia- 
ment with male ecclesiastics, and 
even in primitive India women had 
shown that they knew how to gov- 
ern and legislate, the barristers of 
England 
who 
had 
considered 


themselves a privileged class for 
700 years changed their views not 
one iota. 


Thus, when Bertha Cave had 


the "impudence" to ask to be ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1905, she 
was refused with a reason deemed 
fully sufficient; namely, that there 
had never been a woman bar- 
rister and there was no precedent 
for one. 
Miss Cave had no re- 


course against English tradition. 


While France, which, strangely enough, still 


denies to v.'omen the right to vote, Switzerland, 
Finland, Norway, the Netherlands, the Argen- 
tine, Russia and Denmark had women lawyers 
by 1917, and other countries. like Sweden, 
permitted women to practice inside of certain 
restrictions; if unmarried, for example. Eng-

land, together with Italy and Scotland, laid 
no. 
And in the United States every itate ex- 


cept three—Georgia, Arkansas and Virginia—- 
had already allowed women to practice law;

By 1921. however. England 


'had succumbed to having both advocates and 
jurors of the weaker »ex. 


The United States can pride itself on hav- 


ing been much more advanced than the con- 
servative British. 
Historians tell us that th* 


first woman lawyer in the colonies was Marga- 
ret Brent, who landed in Maryland from Eng- 
land in 1638. 
She became an agent for her 


brother Giles and his friends in the matter of 
tobacco sales and land grants. 


In 1864. an Iowa woman sought admission 


to the bar. 
In 1869 Myra Bradwell of Illinois 


was admitted to the bar. 
Iri 1905 there were 


34 states in which women were allowed to 
practice law, and this year there are more than 
4500 women lawyers, of whom more than 
1000 are in New York City. 


TI/TANY women have attained prominence in 
•'•'•*• recent years as jurists in America. 
To 


mention only a few, there are Annette Abbott 
Adams, the first woman assistant attorney gen- 
eral; Mrs. 
Mabel Walker Willebrandt, also 


an assistant attorney general, who 
acquired 


fame in 1925 in the enforcement of 
the 


Eighteenth Amendment;' Judge Emma Fall 
Schofield of Boston whose mother was the first 
woman to practice law in Massachusetts; and 
Juvenile Court Judge Mary M. Bartelme of 
Chicago. 
Perhaps the most widely known 


woman judge today is'Judge Florence E. Allen 
of the Ohio Supreme Court. 


Today, of the 23 states which permit women 


to sit on the jury, only I I make it compulsory. 
In Connecticut, the 22d state, it is mandatory 
for women as it is for men, but in New York, 
the most recent convert, jury duty for women 
is voluntary. 
In four states, Indiana, Mcine, 


Michigan and Pennsylvania, the right to vote 
automatically brought with it the right to be 
jurors and made it a mandatory duty. 
In New 


Jersey, a strange state of affairs existed until 
recently. 
Although women were eligible for 


jury duty since 1921, they were never called 
until the fall of 1936.

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BURKE OUTLINES HIS 


OPPOSITION PROGRAM 


To 
Fight President'* Bill 


to Change the Executive 


Branch of Government.. 
OMAHA d*). Senator Edward 


R. Burke asserted here he will be 
an "uncompromising" foe at the 
special session of congress of a 
pending congressional bill spon- 
sored by the president to change 
the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment. 
Speaking at a dinner given in 
his honor by the Omaha Bar asso- 
ciation. Senator Burke said his 
"fight" against the bill will be 
first on his program and "every 
bit as uncompromising as the bat- 
tle against court reform." 


"If this bill is passed as sug- 
gested by the president," he said, 
"it will mean an even more tre- 
mendous centralization of power 
in the president. America does not 
want this Our democracy forbids 
it"I believe the president's latest 
plan to reorganize the executive 
branch 
of the 
government by 


abolishing' all independent commis- 
sions will rend the congress just 
as much as the court reform bill 
did," the Nebraskan continued. 
"Part of the bill would abolish 


the office of comptroller general 
This I will definitely oppose. It 
seems clear that the sole purpose 
of this section is to do away with 
any interference with the presi- 
dent's spending policies." 


Burke added he will also oppose 
plans to abolish the office of civil 
service commissioner, the inter- 
state commerce commission and 
the federal communications com- 
mission He also disclosed he ex- 
pected to be "on the air once or 
twice a week to discuss with my 
friends m Nebraska national is- 
sues." 
The testimonial was the first 


given here publicly for Senator 
Burke since he became a critic of 
"new deal" policies. F. H. Stmch- 
field of Minneapolis, retiring pies- 
ident of the American Bar associa- 
tion was the other speaker. 
"Senator Burke would look very 


well in a presidential coat," he 
said, in praising the Nebraskan 
for. his "honesty and courage" in 
opposing the president's supreme 
court proposals. 


Attending Burke dinner were 


Chief Justice Charles S3. Goss, Jus- 
tice and Mrs L,.

tion. Six weeks ago, it began to 
take shape and, ever since, presi- 
dential advisers have been called 
in to confer, to suggest, to criti- 
cize. 


Less a pionouncement of policy 


than a 'trial balloon, the response 
to Mr Morgenthau's remarks will 
probably be the wind that sets the 
course for the new deal fiscal 
policy for the coming months. 


While it isn't being shouted from 
the white house portico, the big 
reason for business recession as of 
today is considered, in that por- 
tion of Pennsylvania avenue at 
least, to be the recent deep cut in 
the government expenditures for 
public works. 
That, of course, places the ad-

Tasty

FOR OUR next journey into re- 
gional cooking, we'll take off for 
New England. The hearty dishes 
of the New England country are 
especially appropriate for this time 
of year, since they suggest a fra- 
grant kitchen, a roaring fire, good 
comfort and cheer in abundance. 
Many of the finest recipes are fam- 
ily treasures handed down from 
mother to daughter through the 
years. Some of them were brought 
back 
by sea-captain ancestors, 
others from England and adapted 
to the new environment- 
Hearty fish dishes are a feature 


of New England cooking, and here 
is a nice recipe. It calls for two 
haddock fillets, one-half pint oys- 
ters, one-half teaspoon salt, pep- 
per, juice of a lemon, cup of crack- 
er or bread crumbs and one table- 
ipoon butter. Lay one fillet on a 
greased pan and sprinkle with salt 
and pepper. 
Dip washed and 


cleaned oysters into the crumbs 
and then cover fillet with them. 
Lay remaining fillet of flsh on top 
of oysters and hold in place by 
means of toothpicks or skewers. 
Sprinkle with crumbs, lemon juice 
and dot with butter. Bake in mod- 
erate oven for an hour. 


Cheese Puffs 


New England cheese puffs are 
delicious. This recipe calls for cup 
grated American cheese, cup of 
flour, teaspoon baking powder, two 
eggs, separated, one-half cup milk, 
one-half teaspoon salt and one- 
quarter teaspoon each paprika and 
dry mustard. Sift all dry ingredi- 
ents together In a bowl. Beat the 
yolks of eggs and add to the milkr 
Stir into dry ingredients and stir 
well. Add cheese. Beat egg whites 
until stiff and fold into batter. Drop 
by spoonfuls into deep fat and cook 
a golden brown. Drain on brown 
paper before serving. 


Maine contributes this grand 
pancake recipe: One cup white flour, 
one cup rye flour, an egg, six table- 
spoons molasses, a cup sour milk 
and one teaspoon soda are needed. 
Sift rye and white flour together, 
beat egg and mix with the molasses 
and sour milk, in which soda has 
been dissolved. Mix with dry in- 
gredients to form a stiff batter. 
Drop teaspoonfuls of the batter 
Into deep, hot fat and fry until 
brown. 
Serve with maple syrup. 
Cider Apple Pie 
Cider apple pie—there's a dish 


with a real New England tang, and 
just right for the holiday season. 
To make it, you'll need one pie 
shell and extra strips, six medium- 
sized, tart apples, one-half cup sug- 
ar, one-half teaspoon 
cinnamon, 


one-quarter teaspoon ground cloves, 
one-quarter teaspoon ground nut- 
meg, cider to cover apples and 
flour. Pare apples, remove seeds, 
and cut In eighths. Place apples in 
a pot and cover with cider. Cook 
applea slowly for about 30 min- 
utes, until soft. 
Remove from 


stove and, if the filling does not 
seem thick enough, add a little 
flour. Sweeten with sugar and add 
the spices. Pour into pie shell that 
has been baited for about five min- 
utes. 
Cover with strips of pie 


dough, lattice style, and bake for 
eight minutes in 450 F. oven. Then 
reduce heat to 350 F. and continue 
baking 25 minutes.

Vital to Longevity, 
Dr. Copeland States

DR. THOMAS PARRAN, sur- 


geon general of the United States 
public 
health 
service, ^recently 


made an interesting statement. 
He said that If all persons took 
advantage of the present available 
medical knowledge, the average 
length of human life could be 
stretched another 10 years. 
The 


doctor pointed out that in the last 
80 years the average expectation 
of the life of man has increased 
from 38 to 61 years, and of woman 
from 40 to 64 years. 


All public health officials agree 


with Doctor Parran that many 
years could be added to the life ex- 
pectancy if certain precautions 
were taken by the lay public. Un- 
fortunately, too few persons realize 
that the human machine requires 
constant care and attention. Too 
Often the body is abused beyond 
the limits of endurance, and only 
after serious damage has resulted 
is medical attention sought. 


There are many persons who 


take great pride in saying they 
have not been sick for many years 
and perhaps for an equally number 
of years have never consulted the 
doctor. Little do they realize that 
organic disturbances may be pres- 
ent without their being aware of 
it. 
Neglect means chronic dis- 


order and permanent disability. 


Examinations Needed 


I have always stressed the need, 


the absolute necessity for period- 
ical health 
examinations. 
This 


procedure has been especially em- 
phasized for the young: and grow- 
ing child. But It is equally valu- 
able for the adult. It is even more 
Important 
for 
the middle-aged 


Individual who is subject to certain 
of the so-called degenerative dis- 
eases. 


Not so long ago I pointed out 
that there has been an alarming 
increase In the number of the 
chronic degenerative diseases of 
middle age. This Is the result of 
negligence, and failure to obtain 
needed medical care. 
These ail- 


ments can be escaped by periodic 
health examinations. 


Undoubtedly many persons avoid 


consulting with the doctor because 
of fear they will be told they are 
sufferers from serious ailments. 
This is a foolish attitude to as- 
sume. One cannot escape danger 
by hiding like the ostrich. 
It is 


best to know about any physical 
weakness that exists and thus 
avoid undue strain and damage. 


Occasionally an individual ayoids 


the doctor for fear of the "knife". 
Many persons still believe that 
doctors are anxious to "cut". Let 
me assure you that no operation Is 
performed by the good surgeon 
unless It is absolutely needed. If 
surgery is advised never delay.

It isn't that Czechoslovakia has 


communistic 
leanings 
for

hasn t Her difficulty three-fold 


(1) Her government always has 
regarded Germany with fear and 
hostility She is a member of the 
little entente—Czechos'ovakia, Ru- 
mania and Jugoslavia—which was 
created under French sponsorship 
as a protection against Germany 
She is an ally of France and Rus- 
sia She is a serious hindrance to 
the extension of German control 
thru central and eastern Europe 


(2) Czechoslovakia is possessed 


of the richest spot in her part of 
Europe—Bohemia home of great 
industries and the famous muni- 
tions works which serve the whole 
world A prize ineed for any big 
country -with an urge for expan- 
sion 


(3) 
She is a barrier between 
land hungry Germany and the nch 
fields of the Russian 
Ukraine 
which the citizens of the father- 
land want 


The new tripartite agreement is 
expected to result in a freer hand 
for Hitler in central and eastein 
Europe 


Heretofore Mussolini

' clmed, as a matter of prestige 


and self protection, to give Hitler

JENSEN SAYS COMPLIED 
WITH ORDER OF COURT 


State Treasurer Still Carry- 


ing an Overdraft on 


General Fund. 


That objectionable term "over- 
draft," or as some papers call it, 
"deficit" 
in the etate 
general 
fund, which waa carried on the 
books of State Treasurer Jensen 
Tuesday as amounting to $63,104, 
Is all wrong. According to an un- 
solicited letter from Attorney Gen- 
eral 
Hunter received by Jensen 
"there Is only an apparent over- 
draft which results from the form 
in which your accounts are set up 
on your books." 
Proceeding, the attorney gen- 
eral informs the state treasurer 
that If he bad not been too pre- 
cipitate or too audden in transfer- 
ring from the general fund $1,083,* 
000 to the state assistance fund 
but had kept the big sum for a 
time in the general fund and later 
proceeded to pay out what was ac- 
tually needed from it for assist- 
ance, and then according to law, 
not more than one-eighth of the 
amount appropriated for assist- 
ance In any one quarter, there 
would be no overdraft on the gen- 
eral fund. 
Treasurer Jensen after reading 
the letter said he followed the or- 
der of the court In the matter of 
a mandamus suit instituted by the 
attorney general. 


Jensen's View*. 


"I believe I have followed the 
order of the court In that suit," 
said Jensen, "after being advised 
by my attorney, John J. Ledwith, 
and I do not see how I can do 
anything; else but carry the $1,- 
083,000 in the assistance fund. ] 
indicated in my testimony at the 
trial of the 
attorney general's 
suit, that I desired to keep the 
$1,083,000 in the general fund and 
draw on it for assistance purposes 
as needed and the attorney gener- 
al's representative said I could not 
1 am inclined to stand pat on the 
order of court." 
The treasurer also stated that 


If he should keep the $1,083,000 in 
the general fund and spend it tak- 
ing up general fund warrants 
there might later be a shortage ii 
the assistance fund and he be helc 
responsible. 


Others have pointed out that 
such a situation would cause a 
cry that depriving the old aged of 
funds Is worse than creating an 
overdraft on the general 
fum 
which is used to pay all current 
expenses of the state government 
salaries and expenses of state In- 
stitutions. 


The controversy all hinges upon 
the use of the $1,083,000 original- 
ly collected under a void gasoline 
tax. 
The state "captured" the 
collection, altho some 
gasoline 
dealers and consumer* were claim- 
ing parts of it belonged to them 
The state administration was de- 
sirous of having the money avail- 
able for state assistance purposes 
a purpose for which the legisla- 
ture had appropriated the money 
Jensen's successor had set the 
fund aside as "state assistance 
fund," and had refused to permll 
it to be drawn upon. The state 
board of control, acting as the 
state assistance board, Instructec 
the attorney general to file a sui 
to "liberate" the $1,083,000. At 
torney General Hunter's 
office 
thru Edwin Vail, assistant attor 
ney general, filed the suit to lib 
crate the fund and obtained t 
writ from the district court o 
Lancaster county for that pur 
pose. Jensen says he compliec 
with the court order. He trans 
ferred the money to the genera 
fund and thence to the state 
assistance fund. The general funi 
waa already down to bed rock 
and the transfer of the big sum 
left little or nothing In the gen 
cral fund, so the treasurer ha 
been borrowing state cash fund 
in banks to taka up general fund 
warrants, without registering then 
or paying interest thereon, by 
simply carrying1 the 
purchase t 
general funds as cash. The amoun 
of cash thus invested in genera 
fund 
warrants constitutes 
th 
"overdraft" on the general fund. 
If the treasurer had not trans 
ferred all the $1,083,000 from th 
general fund to the state assist 
ance fund there would be money 
in the general fund and hence nc 
"overdraft" on that fund. In fac 
there Is no general fund over 
draft, aays the attorney general. 
Vail said there Is nothing in t 
order of the court about immedl 
ate transfer of the $1,083,000 
"The mandate of the court shoulc 
of course," said the attorney gen 
eral, "be meticulously compile 
with. We do not believe, how 
ever, that a compliance with th' 
court order requires that 
yoi 
should forthwith transfer upor 


•our books, out of the 
, the entire sum of 11,0*3, 


WO, which is made available from 
hat fund for the state awlatanoe 
fund." He miAtffMtt that all of It 
may not be needed to make up 
he $7,500,000 appropriated tor 
tate assistance for the two yean 
come, but that he should UM 
s much as needed for aaeistance 
nd keep the remainder to the 
redlt of the general fund. 
Assistant Attorney General Vail 
dmits the court order and the 
ttorney general's petition for a 


writ of mandamus are identical 
n effect, that he aaw to It that 
icy agree in demands upon the 
tate treasurer. 


Order of Court. 


Treasurer Jensen, in standing 
at on the order of the court, said 
he transfer was ordered to the 
sslatance fund and it Indicated 
mmedlate action, and any other 
ontentlon now is an afterthought 
n the part of the attorney gen- 
ral. 
Vail said it might 
have 
seen well to have the court order 
ead differently but he did not 
think It necessary. 
Treasurer Jensen points out that 
he order of the court, prepared by 
he attorney general, commands 
the state treasurer "to pass to the 
iredit of the general fund, the bal- 
mce of $1,125,675, now carried on 
his books under the head state as- 
istance fund (old), and to trans- 
er from the general fund the sum 
of $1,083,000 to the account now 
arried upon hU books under the 
lead, state assistance fund (new), 
and to designate said fund, "state 
issistance fund," and hereafter to 
:arry upon his books but one ac- 
-ount or head of appropriation for 
he state assistance fund, to be de- 
nominated 'state assistance fund.' 
And to pay and charge to said ac- 
count all warrants properly drawn 
and presented to him against said 
state assistance fund to the 
full 
imount of the appropriation there- 
:or." 
The suit, instituted by the state 
administration, was designed 
at 
the time tp free the $1,083,000 for 
paying part of the $7,500,000 ap- 
>ropriated for state assiatance. 
the attorney general, a part 
of the administration, would use 
any part of the money necessary 
:o prevent an overdraft or deficit 
n the state general fund. To do 
ills may require a modification of 
the district court's decree, Treas- 
urer Jensen indicatets.

After further patting Lincoln 
merchants and civic leaders on 
the back for ,clty cleanliness with 
a 90 percent rating for clean aide- 
walks, the sales expert tempered 
his praise with criticism. Street 
signs, he said, ar* "rather In- 
conspicuous." Local stores are 
as attractive u the store windows 
and many stores are overheated 
Ozanne added. The biggest bou- 
tjuet, however, went to local hotel 
men, 
whom he gave 99 percent 
rating on courtesy. 
Distance, Ozanne eplgrammed 
Is dead. A trade center can reach 
out in all directions to bring people 
in, he said. To boost a city, Ozanne 
continued, every person in ever; 
walk of life plays a part. A tour- 
ist or traveler may only see tht 
filling station attendant or hote 
clerk and restaurant waitress, an< 
Judge the city by that one person 
"First impressions are very, very 
important," he stressed. 
Concluding his 
talk, 
Ozann 
gave aspiring salesmen six points 
of advice which he said 
were 
gleaned from suggestions of bus! 
ness men thruout the country. De> 
velop the ability to pick up ideai 
for your own business anywhere 
Keep a scrapbook. Analyze your 
job.

Belong to some organization 
and don't just sit—belong!

Dr. H. N. Wheeler, 
hief lecturer of the U. S. forest 
ervlce Tuesday night told more 
Han 300 Lincoln nature lovers at 
tie Cornhusker hotel. 
' 
Speaking under the auspices of 
he Garden club, he admitted not 
nuch could be done to save the old 
rees, but said new and better ones 
ould be planted and grown, 
"Why not plant more oakfl?" 


,e asked, explaining they will 
frow well In Nebraska, are good 
or shade and will live a great 
nany years. He also praised the 
lm but said Dutch elm disease 
s destroying this variety In many 
»arts of the county. 
To preserve trees Dr. Wheeler 
ecommended spraying If parasites 
hreaten, and fostering bird life. 
"Without tha birds we would 
noon be overrun with bugs," he 
eclared. He indicated Tabby, the 
ommon house cat, as the worst 
nemy of American birds, and said 
f one cannot do without the pets 
hey should be forced to wear a 
bell to warn their prey. Bird boxes, 
baths and houses were recom- 
mended to attract the "feathered 
riends." 
Dr. Wheeler explained colored 
lides depicting the work of the 
orest service and department of 
agriculture in the national forests 
and in soil conservation. 
Showing pictures of the ravages 
of forest fires and erosion, he 
said people must atop burning 
jrasslanda and wooded areas to 
'green them up" and that farmers 
vill profit only when they terrace, 
slant trees and use other soil sav- 
ng methods. 
"This is not a political or re- 
igious question, hut it ia an eco- 
nomic issue of vital importance to 
all of use," he said. 
Declaring dams and irrigation to 


)e fine In their place, the lecturer 
said without soil conservation the 
reservoirs would silt up in a few 
years and be worthless. He praised 
he work of the CCG boys and 
the shelterbelt projects. 
"Only by beautifying the worlc 
en it be made worth living In,"

NEW YORK. CR. In well cie- 
•erved recognition of baseball's 
classiest clouting sweep since the 
palmy days of Ty Cotab, the Base- 
ball Writers association selected 
Ducky Medwick as- the most valu- 
able player in the National league 
for 1937. 
Altho they "split the ballot" and 


gave Gabby Hartnett of the Cubs 
more first place nominations than 
the Cardinal clouter, the commit- 
tee of eight writers—one 
from 


each city in the league—more than 
made up for it in Medwick votes 
for second and third place, which 
counted heavily in the final point 
tabulation. 
As a result, the No. 1 Gas House 


Gangster won the award, and the 
accompanying Sporting News tro- 
phy, by two points, 70 to 68, for 
Gabby. 
King Carl Hubbell, recipient of 
the award last year, wound up" in 
third place with 52 points. Sur- 
prise of the balloting was the high 
total cast for the sensational "old 
man" rookie pitching pair of the 
Boston Bees, Jim Turner and Lou 
Fette, who were picked for fourth 
and fifth, respectively, with 30 and 
29 points. 
For Medwick and the dose of 
pitchers' poison packed in his war 
club, the award topped off a year 
in which he not only achieved hia 
long desired goal, the batting 
championship, but cleaned up in 
just about every other important 
individual offensive department as 
well. His classic performance pre- 
cipitated the season's hottest argu- 
ment as to whether he or Joe 
DiMaggio of the Yankees is the 
test all round outfielder in the 
game today. 


Wound Up With .374. 


He batted for .400 for most of 
the season, then wound up with 
.374 after a late season slump He 
was the league champion in runs, 
with 111; hits, with 237; runs 
batted in, with 154; doubles, with 
57, and tied with Mel Ott of 
the Giants for the homerun crown, 
with 31. Not since Cobb was tak- 
ing things apart in his heyday 
has the game seen anything like it. 
• With each of the eight voting 
experts casting a ballot for ten 
choices in the order he wanted 
them selected, Medwick drew two 
first place nomination; Hartnett 
three. Each was selected twice on 
a second place ballot. But Med- 
wick collected four third place 
mentions, while the rest of Hart- 
nett's votes were strung out, one 
each for third, fourth and sixth. 
Third member of the Cardinal 
cast to win the award since the

BUTTE, Mont. (Copyright 1937, 


UP). The scholar who contributes 
the information on Butte to the 
Encyclopedia 
Brittanica 
should 


come out here to this city, pitched 
on the richest hill in the world, 
before the next edition is pub- 
lished 


He hasn't all the facts. He did 
all right on the population, lati- 
tude and longitude, industries, and 
climate. But that's just half of 
Butte—the dullar half. He should 
come out here and visit the Rocky 
Mountain club and the M. and M., 
play on the granite golf course 
where 400 yard tee shots are con- 
sidered just fair, and sit -around 
and listen to the boys as they re- 
call a sports background as glam- 
orous as that of any city in the 
United States. 
I had read what the encyclope- 
dia had to say about Butte before 
I came out here, but it was not 
until Tuesday night when a few 
old timers, lifting their voices 
above the hum of the 
roulette 


wheel and the clickety clack of 
the dancing dice, rolled back the 
years that I really learned about 
Butte. 


Defend Three Titles. 


The encyclopedia man 
never 


cold me, for example, that this is 
the only town in the 
country 


where three World boxing- cham- 
pions ever defended their titles 
within the space of six days. That 
was back in 1903 when Montana, 
never a state to put many re- 
strictions in the Jaw books, was a 
haven for 
fighters. The three 
world champions were Tommy 
Ryan, Joe Walcott, and Joe Gans. 
Each of the boys wanted the 


Fourth of July date, so the pro- 
moter had them 
draw straws, 


with Gans pulling the long one for 
hia fight with one Buddy King, 
of Denver. So Ryan took on Joe 
Willie on Saturday, June 30, and 
fixed him up in four rounds. Wal- 
cott then polished off Mose La- 
fontise in three heats on Monday.
